Veteran, star interviewer 
for “60 Minutes’ helped 
redefine TV journalism

“Mike Wallace is here to see you.” 

The “60 Minutes” newsman had such 
a fearsome reputation that it was often 
said that those were the most dreaded 
words in the English language, capable of 
reducing an interview subject to a shak- 
ing, sweating mess. 

Wallace, who won his 21st and final 
Emmy Award at 89, died Saturday in the 
New Canaan, Conn., care facility where 
he had lived the last few years of his life. 
He was 93. 

Wallace didn’t just interview people. 
He cross-examined them. Sometimes he 
eviscerated them pitilessly. His weapons 
were many: thorough research, a cocked 
eyebrow, a skeptical “Come on” and a ques- 
tion so direct it took your breath away. 

Wallace made “60 Minutes” compul- 
sively watchable, television’s first news- 
magazine that became appointment view- 
ing on Sunday nights. His last interview 
aired January 2008. Slowed by a triple 
bypass later that month and the ravages

of time on a once-sharp mind, he retired 
from public life. 

Wallace called his 1984 book, written 
with Gary Paul Gates, “Close Encounters.” 
He described it as “one mostly lucky man’s 
encounters with growing up profession- 
ally.” In 2005, he brought out his mem- 
oir, “Between You and Me.” 

Wallace was born Myron Wallace on 
May 9, 1918, in Brookline, Mass. He began 
his news career in Chicago in the 1940s, 
first as a radio news writer for the Chica- 
go Sun and then as a reporter for WMAQ. 
He started at CBS in 1951. 

He was married four times. In 1986, 
he wed Mary Yates Wallace, the widow of 
his close friend and colleague Ted Yates, 
who had died in 1967. Besides his wife, 
Wallace is survived by his son, Chris, a 
stepdaughter, Pauline Dora, and stepson 
Eames Yates.

Officials: Revenge 
for dad’s death could 
be possible motive 


Tulsa, Okla. 


Two men were arrested Sunday in 
a shooting rampage that left three 
people dead and terrorized Tulsa’s 
black community, and police said 
one of the suspects may have been 
trying to avenge his father’s shoot- 
ing two years ago by a black man. 

Police identified both sus- 
pects as white, while all five vic- 
tims in the rampage early Friday 
were black. 

Police and the FBI said it is too 


soon to say whether the attacks in 
Tulsa’s predominantly black north 
side were racially motivated. Police 
spokesman Jason 
Willingham said 
that investiga- 
tors are consider- 
ing many possible 
motives but that 
. based on mes- 
sages posted on 
Facebook, revenge 
appeared to be a factor. 

Acting on an anonymous tip 
and backed by a helicopter, police 
arrested Jake England and Alvin 
Watts, 32, at a home just north of 
Tulsa around 2 a.m.

Car Bombing Kills 38 in Nigeria 


Easter blast follows 
in trend of attacks 
targeting churches 


A suicide car bomber detonated 
his explosives Sunday morning on 
a busy road after apparently turn- 
ing away from attacking Nigerian 
churches holding Easter services, 
killing at least 38 people in a mas- 
sive blast that rattled a city long at 
the center of religious, ethnic and 
political violence in the nation. 
The blast struck Kaduna, the 
capital of Kaduna state, leaving 
charred motorcycles and debris 
strewn across a major road in the 
city where many gather to eat at 
informal restaurants and buy black- 
market gasoline. Nearby hotels and 
homes had their windows blown 
out and roofs torn away by the force 
of the explosion, which engulfed a

The explosion badly damaged 
the nearby All Nations Christian 
Assembly Church and the ECWA

Our Warmest Winter: The winter of 2011-2012, 

by the astronomical definition, was the warmest 

on record in Washington, according to the National 
Weather Service. The astronomical definition of winter 
typically spans Dec. 21 to March 20, but can vary by a 
day or two. This year’s astronomical winter began Dec. 
22 and ended March 19. The average temperature was 
45.6 degrees, nearly two degrees above the previous 
record holder of 1989-90, when the average temperature 
was 43.7 degrees. Records have been maintained since 
1871. Remarkably, Washington logged only 24 
days this winter when temperatures reached 
32 or lower, the fewest number on record.

2012's oddly warm start unleashes 
record temperatures across the U.S.

It’s been so warm in the United 
States this year, especially in 
March, that national records 
weren’t just broken, they were 
deep-fried. 

Temperatures in the lower 48 
states were 8.6 degrees above nor- 
mal for March and 6 degrees high- 
er than average for the first three 
months of the year, according to 
calculations by the National Oce- 
anic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration. That far exceeds the old 
records. 

The magnitude of how unusual 
the year has been in the U.S. has 
alarmed some meteorologists who 
have warned of global warming. 

“Everybody has this uneasy feel- 
ing. This is weird. This is not good,” 
said Jerry Meehl, a scientist at the

Meteorologists say an unusu- 
al confluence of several weather 
patterns, including La Nina, was 
the direct cause of the warm start 
to 2012. While individual events 
can’t be blamed on global warm- 
ing, Crouch said this is like the 
extremes that are supposed to get 
more frequent due to man-made 
climate change.

It’s important to note that this 
unusual winter heat is mostly a 
North America phenomenon. Much 
of the rest of the Northern Hemi- 
sphere has been cold, said NOAA 
meteorologist Martin Hoerling. 

The first quarter of 2012 broke 
the January-March record by 
1.4 degrees. Usually records are 
broken by just one- or two-tenths 
of a degree.

The atypical heat goes back 
even further. Since last April, it’s 
been the hottest 12-month stretch 
on record, Crouch said. 

NOAA scientist Gabriel Vecchi 
compared the increase in weather 
extremes to baseball players on ste- 
roids: You can’t say an individual 
homer is due to steroids, but they 
are hit more often and the long-held 
records for home runs fall. 

They seem to be falling far 
more often due to global warm- 
ing, said top NASA climate scien- 
tist James Hansen, who authored a 
paper showing that heat extremes 
are happening far more often than 
scientists thought.

What leadership skills does it require to doa 
major turnaround? 

The starting point is trying to determine with 
your team what do you want to be the best 
at and how you want to differentiate your- 
self in the marketplace.

The next step is to get 
an organizational structure in place that 
allows you to organize your most important 
assets — your people, your human resourc- 
es, intellectual capital — so you can execute 
the strategy. Once you decide on the orga- 
nization, you need to recruit the right lead- 
ers to actually run that organization. Then 
you need to get your compensation systems, 
measurement system and management sys- 
tem to monitor the progress that you make 
and then make adjustments as you go along. 
I have used that basic formula for 15 years. 
To a large extent, that’s the process I am 
beginning here at CSC.

Martin Ogle doesn’t stare at a 
computer screen all day. Instead, 
he tends to trails and interpre- 
tive gardens, puts together exhib- 
its about energy and ecology, and 
teaches people of all ages about 
the flora and fauna of Northern 
Virginia. 

“I wanted to be in a place where 
I could not only be outside a lot but 
also help get the word out about all 
of this knowledge,” says Ogle, 51, 
who holds a master’s in wildlife 
biology from Virginia Tech. That 
led him to the field of interpretive 


education and his position as chief 
naturalist with the Northern Vir- 
ginia Regional Park Authority. 

For some people, Ogle’s busi-

of Maryland Eastern Shore (Umes. 
edu) launched a PSM specifical- 
ly to fill that need. Students can 
now earn a professional science 
master’s in quantitative fisheries 
and resource economics. “Those 
are two areas that NOAA was not 
able to get enough people trained 
in,” says Todd Christenson, pro- 
gram manager of the NOAA Liv- 
ing Marine Resources Cooperative 
Science Center at UMES. “The pro- 
gram is a good jumping-off point 
for students going directly into 
agencies.”

Evan Lindsay, 27, who’s finish- 
ing the two-year program in May, 
hopes the degree will prepare him 
for a position in fisheries manage- 
ment. “This program really trains 
you to have an analyst’s perspec- 
tive,” says the New Jersey native, 
who grew up on the coast. “I like 
to be outdoors and on the water, 
and with fisheries management 
you get that opportunity to be in 
the field collecting data.” 

Of course, a professional science 
master’s degree isn’t the only way 
to get your outdoor dream job. In 
the fall, American University will 
introduce a different kind of envi- 
ronmental degree program: an 
M.S. in sustainability manage- 
ment through its Kogod School of 
Business (American.edu/kogod). 
The interdisciplinary degree pro- 
gram trains students to help drive 
an organization’s environmental 
programs and policies. 

“Our students will be studying 
science, business and public policy 
and hopefully combining all three 
to be well-rounded sustainability 
officers,” says Daniel Jacobs, the 
program’s director. That, accord- 
ing to Jacobs, will make them ideal 
candidates for jobs at government

agencies such as the National Park 
Service and Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, positions in envi- 
ronmental education or roles at a 
major retailer like Patagonia.

What's the No. 1 mistake people 
make in writing a résumé? 

People wrongly assume that a résu- 
mé should be a list of places that 
they’ve had paid employment. A 
résumé should reflect instead a 
person’s life experiences in three 
areas: their skills — what they can 
do with their knowledge — what 
they know about and their per- 
sonal traits. 


If you don't have much paid experi- 
ence, what do you include? 

With the college students I work 
with, some of them are working 
full time, they’re full-time stu- 
dents and they have families and 
they have top-notch grades. The 
value of what they’ve been going 
through recently is that they can 
do all of this. They’re self-orga- 
nized. They’re self-motivated. They 
are good and juggling a lot of dif- 


ferent things. And of course this 
is all transferrable to all kinds of 
different jobs. 


What are employers looking for 
when they pick up a résumé? 

The first thing that an employer 
looks at on a résumé is an impres- 
sion as to who the person is: Who 
is this? Where have they been? 
What have they been doing? It’s 
like meeting somebody for the 
first time, looking at how they’re 
dressed, their face, and making a 
quick judgment.

WHO WOULD WANT THIS JOB?: 
“The big thing to know about urban 
farming is that it’s so different from 
rural farming,” Adalja says. Farming 
in an urban area — often in underused 


spaces like rooftops or abandoned 
lots —is about more than just growing 
crops. “Because you're in the city, you 
can’t just be out in the field planting, 
pruning tomatoes.” Becoming part 

of the community is crucial. “If 

you're interested in growing, period, 
maybe be a rural farmer,” she says. 

“If you're interested in working 
with people from all different 
backgrounds, urban 

farming is fantastic.” 
HOW SHE GOT THE 
JOB: Adalja has a 
background in mental 
health with a master’s 
degree in clinical psychology. 
While working with mentally ill adults 
at a supported housing facility in 
New York City, she started a rooftop 
farming program, learning by trial and 
error. After realizing that she wanted 
to combine social work, activism and 
farming, she knew she needed to hone 
her growing skills, so she attended 
an eight-month apprenticeship 
in ecological horticulture at the 
University of California, Santa Cruz's 
Center for Agroecology & Sustainable 


Food Systems. Then she landed the 
job at Common Good. 

HOW YOU CAN GET THIS JOB: 
For those interested in urban 
farming, Adalja recommends doing 
an apprenticeship at a rural farm 

for a growing season, usually from 
March through November, to get 
practical experience in farming ona 
larger scale. Many farms in Northern 
Virginia offer seasonal farming 
apprenticeships, often with pay and 
housing, she says. She recommends 
searching for farms on Localharvest. 
org and asking farmers about 
internships. There are also local 
opportunities to learn hands-on urban 
agriculture. Common Good, which 
planted its first seeds in 2007, hosts 
interns (Commongoodcityfarm.org), 
and Adalja recommends the Master 
Gardener program at the University 
of the District of Columbia (Udc.edu) 
and urban farming training programs 
at ECO City Farms in Edmonston, Md.
